Paris, October 3 — While the enemy 
Is throwing reserves recklessley In- 
to the center of the fnrflung battle 
line In a desperate effort to stave off 
the hour of doom the Allies continue 
to progress on the wings. 

Splendid advance has been made by 
the Allied forces under King Albert 
of Belgium. 

The Germans must find an effec- 
tive way to defend Lille, one of the 
two pivots of the whole German sys- 
tem in France. Met?, is the other. The 
German line of communication be- 
tween Ostend and Thorout is in peril 
and the Roulers-Menin railroad is cut. 
Thje second line of railroad from 
Bruges to Coutraai is under shell fire. 

In the center the enemy reslstanrn 
Is failing. I>e Catelet has been tnketi. 

On the right General Berthelot Is 
still driving the Germans away from 
Rhelms region and General Couraud 
is making headway, slow but Impor- 
tant, in the Champagne. 

Everywhere the signs or' battle In- 
dicate the approach of the critical 
phase. 

London, October it — The Germans 
are retreating on the ^0-mlle front be- 
tween Armentleres and Lens. Field 
Marshal Haig announced today. 

They are evacuating highly organ- 
ized positions held since the begin- 
ning of trench warfare. 

The retirement already has reached 
a maximum depth of two miles, and 
tbo British advance is continuing. 

The Germans have fallen back to 
the line of Cite St. Auguste. Douvrin. 
easfa of La Bassee, east of Auhers nnd 
west of Bols Grenier. 

Cite St. Auguste Is about a mile di- 
rectly north of Lens. Douvrin Is I 
mile nnd a quarter southeast of La 
Bnssee. Auhers is four miles north or 
La Bassee Bols Greioer is two miles 
directly south of Armentleres. 

The British attack north of St. 
Quentin was renewed this morning. 

With the Americans West of Ver- 
dun, October 3 — The Germans, it was 
further indicated today, are with- 
drawing from advanced positions in 
the Argonne region to the Kriemhilde- 
Steliung line. 

Their retreat Is protected by a 
strongly placed machine-gun position 
In the difficult ground between their 
advanced line and their new defenses 
Artillery fighting increased consid- 
erably this morning. 

Weather continues cold and roads 
are drying rapidly, improving fighting 
conditions. 

M KILLED IN WRECK THIS 
MORNING 

Cleveland, Ohio. October 3— Twen- 
ty-six munition workers were killed 
nnd between 18 and 30 others Injured, 
four probably fatally, today when 
Pennsylvania passenger train No. 625, 
from Akron to Cleveland, crashed in- 
to a crowd of workmen alighting from 
a local train at Bedford, a suburb, 10 
miles from here. Railroad officials 
say many of the workmen alighted 
from the local train before It stopped 
and, In a heavy fog, stepped over on 
the north bound track, where the pas- 
senger train struck them. Twenty- 
two of the men were instantly killed 
and four others died after being taken 
to the hospital.

[jet no American deludi himself in this hour of luoo'eagful allied 
a*ms tiai German official overtures are to bp relied upon. The Ger- 
man junker knows no peace save that whieh occasions a requiem. 
And German democracy has left its (tamp in the outraged fields of 
Prance. 

In support of this warning we present two views of internal 
German conditions. These should lie home in mind while the Ger- 
man peace drive is under way. The first view has been brought 
back to Ameriea by Frank Bohn. just home from Switzerland. Mr. 
Bdhn brings the views of four distinguished Germans and his own 
confession that he has been purged of the optimism which led him 
to exaggerate the importance of German democratic forces. One of 
tlese germans is a leader in industrial life, lie is quoted: 

"Place absolutely no hope in any party or class within Ger- 
K my. . . .Any suggestion that the war is an evil is met with the an- 
swer: 'Are we not better off than others? Are we not fighting on 
enomy territory? Have we not won every battle?' The very- 
soldiers who have been hospitably entertained as individuals by 
French women anil children of the occupied districts went and burn- 
ed down the very houses in which they had eaten and slept. 1 am 
hopeless about Germany. Only defeat can give her a new begin- 
ning." 

This is from a profound German scholar, the osn-in-law of a 
prominent junker. 

"There is not a slued left of the old cultural life of Germany 
People think of absolutely nothing but getting rich individ- 
ually and brow-beating other people nationally Do not think 

you can talk to them about freedom You must heat them down 

p'tysically first." 

And here is the most pointed of all. Dr. Hosemeier, a former 
Berlin journalist, was asked why he did not write something to 
move the German people: 

"Nonsense! Haven't I been writing my fingers off for thirty 
years? What those fellows need is not ideas for their brains: they 
need bombs on their skulls. Help can come only froin-one place. 

from Bethlehem— Bethlehem, Pennsylvania They will cheat 

you yet. those junkers. Having won half the world by bloody mur- 
der, they are going to win the other half with tears in their eyes cry 
ing for mercy." 

There we have views of German democracy; not a stable, free 
thinking democracy in which we are wont to put faith, but a pliant, 
subservient constituency into which the kultur of junkcrdoni has 
sunk deep down and which is urged to conquest by promises of fu- 
ture ecstasy. 

Now, then, if there still remains a doubt of the nature of Qer. 
man peace propaganda, lake a few lines from a debate in the upper 
hornjc of the Prussian parliament, quoted in Zukunft, Meximilian 
Harden 's Berlin newspaper, of duly 27: 

"Our troops and their incomparable leaders have crushed our 
enemies." This was from a speech by Count Behr in the upper 
house of the Prussian diet. "We shall arrive at peace only by our 
good sword It is only to our kaiser that we owe it that our glor- 
ious army and our splendid fleet have enabled us not only to stand 
up to a world of enemies but to hit them on the head." 

It will be perceived that the date is nine days subsequent fo the 
beginning of the allied drive, hut the Zukunft is reporting the pro- 
ceedings before that date, wherefore the Prussians were talking ouC 
of the elation lent them by the German friedensturn which failed so 
dismally. 

Dr. Friedbcrg, vice president of the Prussian ministry, had this 
to say in the same session : 

"We are convinced that the German sword will win the victory, 
and we share the view that this victory is no longer distant." 

Ilerr Dcnburg. former colonial secretary : "I have not the small- 
est doubt of the absolute will to victory of the German people and of 
its right to victory." 

Couut York von Wartenburg: "It is only by fighting that na. 
tions win life. 1 hope that the financial dependence of Prussia up- 
on the empire will be greatly reduced by a large war indemnity." 

Count Hantzau: "The Belgian breed of horses will be indispens- 
able to us after the war, and will provide us with our best and heav- 
iest half breeds." 

There is the scope of the junkers — from "incomparable leaders" 
to "best and heaviest half breeds." The idea is to loot the world. 
Peace, except as imposed by the German sword, has no place in the 
junker ambition.

SAYS THE LEAGOE 



Maryland League Kor National De- 
fense Says the Really Dig ( on- 
trncl Is In. France. 

The Maryland league Tor National 
Defense Is urging the business men of 
Baltimore to- send out folders pre- 
pared by the League for the purpose 
of keeping before the public the fact 
that, no matter what Inconveniences 
in business nnd personal affairs we 
who stay at home must suffer, the 
really big contract Is In France. "Bus- 
iness as usual," Is the wrong slogan, 
iaya the League. "Business Is better. 
War. not business conies first." But 
let us quote the folder, which ccr- 
tnlnly makes the situation plain. It 
says In part: , 

"We have a big contract to put 
over In France, with a million men al- 
ready on the job. Until that contract 
Is fulfilled— until the last detail of its 
gigantic plans has been carried out — 
ordinary business must he secondary. 
It has no right to interfere nor to de- 
tract from the Nation's business. 

If a case of goods is delayed— If 
there are some goods you can't get at 
all. oh If the Government comman- 
leers your stocks nnd takes over your 
space for a warehouse— remember the 
big contract In France and ask your- 
self how much you are doing for Its 
success. 

'If you have to eat war bread — If 
you are limited to two pounds of su- 
gar a month, and even it beefsteak 
loes cost fifty-five cents a pound - re- 
nember the big contract in France 
md ask yourself if you are entitled 
o these things more than the men on 
he firing line. 

"If you can't get your winter's coal 
lUpply in mid-summer — if lightless 
nights and heatless Mondays will con- 
'rlbute in even the slightest degree 
to relieving the fuel shortage and les- 
sening traffic congestion— remember 
the big contract in France then lake 
■i good honest look Into your own 
heart and see If It Isn't a pleasure to 
do these things. And a whole lot 
more. 

"Truth is. there are a lot of us chaf- 
ing under the restraint of enforced in- 
action — some too young, others over 
the age limit or too heavily burdened 
with responsibilities — who could and 
would make good fighters. 

"Let us be the lenders in a spirit of 
cheerfulness that will laugh at such 
Inconveniences and show others how- 
to do that same thing. 

"Good advice. And not so hard to 
follow, either. We all can do some- 
thing to put over the big contract. 
Ix-t's do It. If we can't go over there 
and fight, let's stay at home and make 
It easier for the men who arc fighting. 
Let us be leaders in cheerfulness over 
here. Just let's make a solemn prom- 
ise to ourselves that we will do our 
part. That's all.
